Robeson and her son Pauli, then age nine, 
made through south and central Africa in 
1936. Visas were unobtainable for some sec- 
tions, but the visitors were able to see how 
the native colored peoples live and are treated 
by the white population in many of the large 
cities and in typical smaller communities. As 
Negroes they received warm _ hospitality 
everywhere and Mrs. Robeson has written 
about the Africans as people, not as servants 
or slaves, as they virtually are by law in 
some sections, and as they usually are pre- 
sented in the writings of white travelers. 
There are also accounts of buildings, agricul- 
ture, and scenery normal in any travel book, 
presented in lively, readable style. Frequent 
citations from other writers indicate that the 
descriptions of deplorable conditions are not 
merely a result of color consciousness.
